be urged in their favor except custom, and
the custom has become one that wounld be
much more honored in the breach than the
observance., Some persons may take a de-
light in the ringing; but, leaving out of the
guestion the sick, hundreds of whom are day
and night within the sound of each ons of
those tintinabulatory tormentors, thers are
very many who experience the greatest an
noyance from them,

In every large city there are neocossary
noises thal nervous people have to submit to,
whothor they like them or not; but bell-ring-
ing is not nocessary, and it is a nuisanoce of the
first magnitude, that onght to be abated. It
% not possible to estimate the motual suffer-
ing that was ocaused this morning by the
senseless performance of the Fairmount En-
gine oxcursionists, Within the sound of

their bell were hundreds of sick persons who
had boeen turning all night on beds of pain,
and who perchance were just falling into
slumber and of suffering, when
their ngonies were renowed beoanse a party
of men wikhed to inform the oity in the most
public manner possible that they were about
to start for a day's jollifieation at the seaside,
It is preposterous that such an ontrage should
be permitted in. a groat eity supposed to be
inhabited by civilized people, and the oceur-
renceé fornishes an excellent argumont in
favor of the specdy abolition of the whole
ridiculous custom of bell-ringing within the
